been shrewd enocgh to find it ont; if he 
bas ever done a respectable deed, it has 
nob yet come to light. The jack.rabbit 
will at least furnish the basis for .a 
savory stew in case of need, the buffalo 
was valued lor its hide,: the rattles.of 
the rattlesnake are worth" preserving for 
curiosities, but there is-yet to'be dis- 
covered a method of utilizing any por- 
tion of the coyote from 'his snarling 
mouth to his ragged tail—except as a 
fertilizer. . The short grass country.: is 
his home, the high prairies where the 
gray, hairlike vegetation that is called 
pasture blonds with the dirty coat of 
the vandal. Through it he sneaks and 
runs, now a gaunt figure on the horizon, 
now an ungainly shape near at. hand. 
He is without acquaintance with any- 
thing that is alive, usually solitary, al- 
ways with a criminal aspect, as if he 
had just done something to be ashamec 
of or was contemplating a deed of the 
sort at the earliest opportunity. • 


Once the coyote had the whole Indian 


Territory to himself. He could snarl 
and fight to his heart's content, and 
there was none to say hiin nay. 
But 


when the lands -were opened to settle' 
ment and a family took its place on ev' 
ery quarter section there was less room 
for the wild creatures of the plains who 
had before been undisturbed. Then the 
coyote had to go out among men, and he 
found that he was a very unpopular im- 
migrant into any of the communities 
that he favBred with his presence. And 
ho earned the right to so be considered 
honestly. 
He robbed tho sheepfolds, 


stole the chickens and made the travel- 
er afraid—all without any equivalent 
in service. 
Furthermore, he is essen- 


tially a coward. The men of 'the fron- 
tier have a sort of respect for the brave 
creature that defies them or for the 
cunning one that outwits them, but 
they can never forgive the trembling 
one that is alarmed at their very ap- 
pearance. So, from the farmer's son who 
blazes away with his old shotgun at the 
prowling coyote behind the barn to the 
city sportsman who wastes a cartridge 
intended for a prairie chicken or duck 
in ending tjjie life at "a 'wolf trotting 
along the hedgerow, there is a ceaseless, 
unrelenting war waged against the 
luckless wanderer. 


Since the immigration of the wolves 


from the territory into the farming and 
stock raising states to the north there 
bas been more than a desultory war- 
'are. Thei farmers have banded together 
;o protect the flocks and herds and 
iave offered generous bounties for the 
scalps of the creatures, a proceeding 
;hat has resulted in the slaughter of 
ihousands. 
Yet the supply seems none 


;he less, and all the sharpshooting is 
but a waste of powder and balls. Year 
after year there are reported from 1,200 
;o 1,600 sheep killed in Nebraska and 
Kansas by wolves, and thu hundreds of 
dollars spent for bounties have produced 
little diminution of the plague. 


Sometimes the bounties are not what 


they are purported to be. The people of 
a western county found once that they 
were being taxed very heavily for the 
>ayment of this sort of expense and 
ihat certain hunters were buying new 
!arms out of the proceeds of their prow- 
ess on the plains. An examination fol- 
owed, and it was found that there was 
in existence an endless chain in compar 
ison with which the greenbacks and 
gold reserve make but a feeble showing. 
At the rear of the county clerk's office, 
where the redeemed scalps were thrown, 
was a convenient opening in the wall, 
and through this the scalps were pulled 
in tho night, to be presented at the 
counter in tho morning for another 
bounty of $8 each. It was estimated that 
the county had paid for one set of scalps 
not less than 12 times, and the empti- 
ness of the treasury was explained. The 
saddest part of the happening was that 
the schemers saw the investigators .at 
the hole and became bounty jumpers at 
once—jumping the county for safer 
climes. 


Another curious circumstance was 


noticed by the officers of two counties 
adjoining in central Kansaa Tbe officers 
of one were paying ont money every 
day for wolf scalps while the others sel- 
dom had any demands for the reward. 
Each of the hunters was compelled to 
swear that he had killed the wolf inside 
the boundaries of the county where the 
scalp was presented, and there was no 
reason for doub'ting the truth of the tes- 
timony. But what could be the reason 
of the disparity in the claims? One day 
a settler's son was questioned: 


' Where did yon kill this wolff" 
'Down near the edge of the county." 
'Are coyotes very thick there?" 
'Well, rather, though not so thick aa 


Ihey are farther south." 


'Over in the other county?" 
'Yes, there are more there." 
'But they do not kill any there. 


Why is it?" 


"The other county only pays $1 for 


scalps and this pays f 2. So we drive 
them over the line before we shoot 
them." 


The county officers at once readjusted 


the scale oi rewards.—Chicago Times-

The English have 
begun sinking them along the Berber- 
Snakin road, finding water there as 
abundant as it was in the regions neai 
the Nile when their first experimental 
wells were pnt down. Flowing cudci 
the Saharan sands there may be water' 
enough to fertilize oases all over its 
sterile expanse and rescue it in a meas- 
ure from its historic barrenness and 
desolation 
Some years ago a French 


engineer proposed to cut a canal from 
the Mediterranean to the lower desert 
levels, thus creating a new inland sea, 
or, rather, restoring an old one, bnt for 
some reason the project was abandoned 


Local irrigation by means of artesian 


borings is a more judicious expedient, 
and, tbe English having pointed the 
way in this direction, the French are 
quite likely to follow it. Only a narrow 
desert belt separates their possessions in 
north and middle Africa, reaching from 
the Mediterranean to the Niger, and it 
is quite worth their while to fertilize it 
and plant it with palm groves and date 
orchards if possible, at any rate to pro- 
vide water enough to supply their pres- 
ent caravans and perhaps their future 
locomotives —New York Tribune.

Daring the lattfew yean the demand 


or pedigree English cattle for Argen- 
ina bai been enortnona. Shorthorns, 
•terefords and Devona have been vim- 
ported weekly, and a crossbred EngHih 
stock now fills the "corrals'vol->tho 
great beef and bovril companies of the 
lio de la Plata. 'In North America this 
Anglicizing process has spread to all'the 
states of the Onion. Half bred Hereforde 
and Shorthorns are taking the place, of 
ihe common oattlo of the States on near- 
y all the ranches of the beef producing 
districts, and the colonizing capacity of 
different English breeds is recommeud- 
ng them for special districts. Thus the 
Devon balls are purchased for ranches 
where the search for pasture and water 
needs special activity and endurance, 
«nd red "polled" or hornless Suffolks 
are used where cattle are being bred for 
transit by rail or ship because the ab- 
sence of horns is then convenient. Even 
tropical Brazil follows the fashion, and 
English Jersey cows are seen demurely 
walking through the forest paths by the 
coffee plantations and English terriers 
and pug dogs sit on the laps of Brazilian 
ladies. 


Whether the Jersey cattle will multi- 


ply on the planters' estates time will 
show, but the spread of our colonizing 
animals, which are now invading simnl- i 
taneously the plains' of Patagonia and 
the north Canadian territory, does not 
limit its progress to the direction of the 
poles. In India the English horse be- 
comes a colonist by second intention, m 
the form of the "waler," a sounder and 
stronger animal than the majority of 
British hackneys. His value, as com- 
pared with the native breeds of Asia, is 
still undetermined, but we must accept 
bus presence and survival as a fact.— 
London Spectator. 


Soapt 


The first distinct mention of soap 


now extant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
it as an invention of the Qauls; but be 
that as it may, the use of soap for wash- 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In the 
ruins of Pompeii a complete soap man- 
ufactory was found, and the utensils 
and some soap were in a tolerable state 
of preservation. The Gallic soap of 
eighteen centuries ago was prepared 
from fat and wood ashes, particularly 
the ashes from beech wood, which wood 
was very common in France as well as 
in England. Soap is spoken of by writ 
ers from the Fecond century, but the 
Saracens were the first people to bring 
it into general use as an external cleans 
ing medium The use of soap is thus 
described: "When examined chemical- 
ly, the skin is found to bo composed of 
a substance analogous to dried white of 
egg; 
in a woid, albumen Now, albu- 


men is soluble in the alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing the skin 
the excess of alkali combines with the 
oily fluid with which the skin is natu 
rally bedewed, removes it in the form of 
an emulsion, and with a portion of the 
dirt. Another portion of the alkali soft 
eus and dissolves the superficial stratum 
of the skin, and when this is rubbed off 
the rest of the dirt disappears. So that 
every washing of the skin with soap re- 
moves the old face of tho skin and leaves 
a new one, and were the piooess topeat 
ed to excess tho latter would become 
attenuated.''—Philadelphia Ledger
